In 1850 there were Protestant common 
schools, with 12,949 scholars, and 102 Papal 
schools with 2,359 scholars. ‘These schools, 
and the select avd high schools, were sustain- 
ed at an expense of $13,156,419, of which the 
Government paid $32,085,59, and the Ameri- 
can Board more than half of the balance.

(rreat advance has been made in the arts of 
civilization. The political and civil eondition 
of the people has been greatly ameliorated. A 
regular constitution and laws have been adop- 
ted for the government of the conntry, which 
are efficiently administered in general by en- 
lightened executive officers: ‘Courts are es- 
tablished upon a just basis. The people are 
now decently clad, and many have comfortable 
habitations, and have adopted to a greater or 
less extent the usages of civilized life. 

Low as the Hawaiians now may be, they 
have been far lower, and I think it will be dif- 
ficult to find any reeord in the history of na- 
tions, where the change has been more marked 
in the short period of 32 years, and it does not 
appear to ine difficult to show that the mis- 
sionaries have under God heen instrumental 
in contributing largely to the change.

As we steamed down the Lake next morning, 
one of those towering mountains, some fifty 
miles distant, was observed sending up an im- 
mense Cloud of smoke, indicating that a vol- 
canic eruption had recently taken place. 

The lake steamer is beautiful, and admirably 
adapted to her position, but the want of order 
and cleanliness on board is disgusting; and if 
the captain has not the ability to change this 
for the better, he ought to be cashiered forth- 
with. We traveled 120 miles in this steamer,

Report on Education. 

The following is the substance of the views 
presented by the committes to whom was 
referred the subject of education at the late 
joint meeting in this city (8th inst.) of the Con- 
gregational Association of the State with Pres- 
bytery of San Francisco. The committee con- 
sisted of Rev. Tyler Thacher and Charles M. 
Blake, by the latter of whom we have been fur- 
nished with a copy for publication. 

It is not to be expected that anything need be 
reaffirmed as to the importance of the work 
of education in the communities along thg 
Pacific. To the intelligent, this is altogether 
useless ; and some of the earliest efforts of min- 
isters here present, more than two years since, 
were directed towards it. But the University 
for which a charter was then sought, still slum- 
bers in the bosom of futurity. Meantime, the 
military dependency has become a powerful 
and populous State. Children, too, are here 
with their parents, in numbers; partaking 
with them alike in the same restless vivacity, 
the same twinkle of the eye and roving of the 
mind, the same unslumbering zeal and undy- 
ing activity. 

Your committee also are fully aware that 
you need not be impressed anew with the di 
ficulties in the way of education here. A just 
sense of thesc, no less than of the importance 
of devising means to overcome them, has been 
long the conviction of all those here assembled 
and of every other one at all familiar with the 
moral wants of this region.

dist August last the number of 2,000. Of these 
over,700 had been in attendance during the | 
quarter at the various public schools in the city 
and county of San Francisco. The number 
of pupils at some of these schools has been 
very large, too many for the teachers. For, 
it should ever .be borne in mind, that no one 
teacher can cxert his proper influence over a 
very large number of pupils, especially in the 
primary course of education. 

We note, also with much regret, the almost 
total failure of the public school enterprise in 


this commonwealth. Politicians may have 
protited by the “ school laws,” so called; hold- 


ers of depreciated state securitics doubtless 
profited no lithe by therm; all have been bene- 
fited but the ‘poor children for whom alone 
any call for legislation was properly demand- 
ed. Neither the art, nor the logic of the exe- 
cutive, or of the Superintendent of Public In- 
struction can excuse this wholesale robbery of 
the youth of California. The, past year pro- 
mised much from that quarter; it really has 
brought fourth nothing; what the future will ex- 
hibit, we will not venture to say. We dare not 
oxpect much; and in all the above remarks 
we have not forgotten the adage that respects 


great hodies moving slow. 


But in all aspects we have a work todo, a 
voice to be heard, an influence to be wielded, 
a sympathy to be felt. The former is for pa- 
rents, the second for society, the latter for the 
teacher himself. We ought not to expect others 
to lead but to follow us, as they do in ideas if 
By laying the foundation now, 
we may hope hereafter and that ere long, to 
see the bigher seminary of learning established 
here when its need shall have been felt, and a 
maturity reached which we have not seen, at 
lvast as yet. There is enough to’ do for us 
all. Some may be called to teach, as others 
are to preach, the gospel. And Paul who la- 
bored with his own hands to minister to his 
necessities, may be for our example even in this. 
If we neglect to speak and to act, it is much to 
be feared that with the education of the young, 
will be neglected even other permanent interests 
of society on our coast,

For the Pacific. 
Incidents of Travel. 


Axpover, September, 1852. 
Mx. Epiror :—You will by the usual papers 
have full reports of the Anniversary at Ando- 
ver, yet there are impressions made by this lit- 
erary and and religious festival, especially up- 
on one from the far West, which may interest 
your western readers. The place is itself im- 
pressive. To one who has a susceptibility to 
natural beauty, this scenery cannot be for- 
gotten. Ilere are noble hills, and pleasant 
vales, well tilled fields, cultivated gardens, and 
neglected pasture lands, grown up with bushes, 
and surrounded by the rude stone wall of olden 
time ; orchards, and shade trees, floWered 
walks and delightfully shaded avenues, and a 
little way off the unchanged natura? forest with 
all its underbsush and fallen trees. Here are 
manufacturing villages in sight of each other, 
vicing to hinder a stream, in its already too 
sluggish ctforts to reach the ocean, and on the 
other hand quiet farming settlements, continu- 
ing as of old, to live upon the bounties of mo- 
ther earth. Here the railroad car rushes along 
five or six times a day, and numerous carts and 
carriages hurry through the streets and lanes, 
and roads to every part of the town. Over. 
looking all, the dwellers on the hill rest - undis- 
turbed by the din of business or the cares of 
public life. Here in airy dwellings, the doc- 
tors of Theology pursue their studies, invigo- 
rated by healthful breezes, and refreshed con- 
tinually by the cheerfulness without, or the 
comfort within their homes. Here in well pre- 
pared rooms of large brick buildings, the stu- 
dents, with every facility for improvemeut, 
spend months and years of patient study and 
discipline, and prayer, to fit them for the ardu- 
ous duties of the Christian ministry. Here also 
in other schools, children are taught from ear- 
liest infancy until fitted for college or public 
life, and girls and young ladies for whatever

The noble and the beautiful begin to unvite 
at Andover with the most strictly classical pu. 
rity and neatness, and we have only to wish 
for more cultivation and adornment of the out. 
ward, while all the natively noble scenes shall 
remain in full unshorn strength. We feel that 
the place was well chosen for a theological 
seminary. We honor the founders for their 
wisdom and foresight, as well as for their mu- 
nificence. ‘The busy, bustling world can never 
crowd much upon these high places, andanever 
can the money makers find a reason urgent 
enough to buy them out. | 
This is not so in the cities, yor can cily 
schools have such beauties and such agsocia- 
tions. But the strongest impression made by 
this annual gathering is of a moral and reli- 
gious character. The eyes of the churches are 
all directed to this place, and their representa- 
tives come to hear what truths are taught to 
the teachers of the people, and to scé what are 
the obvious qualitications of the students for 
the ministry; what their literary attainments, 
and above all what the tone of their piety. 
The heart of the New England Church at least, 
beats with almost parental sympathy and de- 
sire for the religious welfare of this Mount 
Zion: and the late doubts, which have been 
raised respecting the soundness and the piety 
of theologic heart here, have increased the in- 
terest of Christians, and the ministry generally 
respecting it. We were not surprised there- 
fore to sce an unusual number of clergymen 
attending the examination of the Theological 
and Biblical classes and to hear some special 
test questions put, and urged upon the students; 
but every one stood the trial well, and as one 
said, “they are like grapes, the more you 
press them the more pure juice you get.” 

One of the trustees afterwards remarked, 
that Andover Theology, as now taught, is the 
same as it Was twenty-live years ago, only the 
truth is expressed in a more analytic and dis- 
criminating method. Close scrutiny: and ex- 
amination prove that the truth, as it is revealed 
in the Scriptures, is devoutly held, and faith- 
fully taught by all the Professors in the Sacred 
Seminary. Not only is truth taught well, but 
truth is the subject of fearless, hopeful and 
earnest investigation. It is believed that we 
have in Theology much yet to learngespecially 
that we are not, as religious teachers, in as full 
sympathy with our divine teachers and exam- 
ple as we may be. £ven his most simple par- 
ables are misapprehended, and tortured into a 
theologic syllogism, and woven into a creed to 
Which they have no fitness, and which destroys 
their freshness and vitalizing influence upon 
the human heart. Accordingly there is at An- 
dover, an evident striving to reproduce the sim- 
ple and powerful truths of Christ, to bring them 
out free and clear, and apply them to every man ; 
to send them with iresistible force against the en- 
emy ; to dart them as arrows of conviction, with 
lightning flush into the deepest chambers of the 
heart. In order to accomplish such a work 
there must be study; not mere learning an old 
theologic lesson, but paticnt analysis, philologi- 
cal research, most thorough mental and moral 
philosophy ; acquaintance with.men; acquaint- 
ance and sympathy with God; and especially 

such an independence of human authority,&s 
fears not to lay aside an offensive, invidious 
phrase, or a useless and unmeaning, or mis- 
leading term, and to speak so as to be under- | 
stood. 

This process is going on, and ié is one which 

the most reliable men now believe has caused 

unnecessary alarm. So far as the students are 


concerned, it seems to me yet to be very in- 
complete. They apprehend the need of the 
change, and glory in their deliverance, and 


talk eloquently about the Gospel, but they 
need now to drink in more of its spirit, through 
these new and more natural channels. They 
are, if | may use the metaphor, in the chrysalis 
state. They need now to pay some attention 
to the truth itself, having learned how to search 
They need to gaze upon 
it until their eyes are lighted with new fire ; to 
eat of it until their whole soul is strengthened ; 
to drink it until refreshed in every part; to ex- 
ercise themselves in it until the shell is broken 
and they can come forth confident, buoyant 
and strong for the work of life. 

There is a fuith at Andover in the gospel ot 
Christ, which is at once delightful and invigo- 
rating. The researches of the scholar have 


not destroyed the humility of the Christian. 
You feel this in conversing with the students, 


but much more with the professors. Dr. 
Woods is the same kind and faithful Christian 
friend and counsellor as he was years ago, 
when in the active duties of his profegsorship, 
Dr. Park, his successor, unites urbanity with 
simple piety, dependence upon God, and the 
highest appreciation of Christian excellence 
while there is an carnest thoughtfulness in his 
whole manner. A similar character is mani- 
fest in all the other professors. As ministers 
come here and commingle with this society 
they feel it also. 


It is doubtless of great use to guard our public 
seminaries, cspecially theologic schools, against 
error, but it is important for the church to ex- 
amine their interior with all charity, taking 
special account of fthe evidences of piety in 
them; for it may be found on review, that the 
seminary is before the church, and far in ad- 
vance as well in true piety as in sourfl know- 
ledge. It is not well for us to stand aloof from 
other churches, and pronounce them heterodox, 
and proceed to give them a practical excom- 


‘munication. Better kitow them first. It is not 


well to make charges against the ministry un- 
til we know they deserve censure. It is not 
well to denounce religion off hand, until we 
know what religion is, or find that it ought to 
be denounced. It is well, yea, of great value, 
to have confidence in the truth, in the gospel 
and not in a creed, and to be willing to let its 
champions go forth to a free battle ground in 
whatever armor they choose. It is of highest
